BE2CO AND 


THEIR COMPLAINTS. 


There ia much complaint by the 


merchants and others in business 
against the town's people in Reno who 
supply their wants by baying supplies 
hi San Francisco, Sacramento and 
in the cities east of the monntains, 
and, beyond any donbt, there is more 
cause for these complaints than is gen- 
erally known to the merchants of Beno, 
bat in this matter as in all other mat- 
ters that exist and that come nnder 
the observation of wan there is a canse 
for the effect under observation. Has 
it occurred to the merchants and others 
in Reno that there is an underlying 
canse as large ai the effect which they 
so sensibly feel for the outflow of 
trade from our town ? Have the mer- 
chants and others affected by the out- 
flow of trade from our people investi- 
gated the matter for the purpose of 
gettiug at an intelligent conclusion as 
to the cause of the outflow of trade? 
If investigation has been made the 
cause should have been found and a 
remedy provided, but from the con- 
tinued complaint it should be inferred 
that no investigation has been made. 
No cause has been ascertained and as a 
oouclusion no remedy is provided. The 
towa at this time la being canvassed 
for trade by agents from San Frau- 
eisco, and it would probably astonish a 
Reno merchant were he informed of 
the SUBURBS these agents have secured 
in rha form O 
F promises nrid oblnja'ions 


from th- people to trade HI IriauFidU- 
eisco. These men aii^nge to furnish 
Hnvihiin; from a needle to a crowbar, 
from a pair of hose to an overcoat, 
from a pair of stockings to a sealskin 
over garment, and from a dust of pep- 
per to a barrel of flour; anything will 
be furnished that is required to supply 
the domestic needs of the people. It 
may not have enlaced tho minds of any 
of our trades people that many of the 
Reno merchants have famished the 
people who send away for supplies an 
example by sending to San Francisco 
and other points for domestic supplies 
for use not included in their line of 
trade, and it the people do as the mer- 
chants do should the merchants com- 
plain ? Oertain professional and busi- 
ness men in Reno will not patronize any 
home industry when by sending away 
they can do better. Should not the peo- 
ple be accorded the same privilege ? 
And if they do as these merchants and 
some 
other people of 
Reno do, 


should any blame attach to them for 
so doing? The world was not made for 
a favored few, but was made for the 
human family. When the newspaper 
people of Beno complain that the pa- 
pers do not receive the patronage they 
should receive, our business people are 
not slow to inform us they can do bet- 
ter by sending away for supplies. Job 
work coats muney and by giving large 
ordera we do better at other places, and 
the agents of other places receive oar 
ordera. The business people of our 
town may be right about doing better 
abroad in job work than they could do 
in Beno. What is said ia not intended 
as an argument in favor of Reno job 
work, bat is a statement of facts. The 
newspaper people are also reminded 
by the merchant) and others that "we 
advertise in the paper and that is 
enough." The JOUBNAL is clearly of 
the opinion that it is too much. The 
popular idea among business people is, 
that advertising increases the business 
of the advertiser and the advertiser is 
benefltted by increased trade and 
sales, but increased trade and sales 
could not with propriety be given as a 
reason in favor of advertising in Reno 
papers, (or the benefit of Reno mer- 
chants as the trade of the town as busi- 
ness U conducted ia larger than they 
supply. Upon this view, whioh is 
believed to be a correct view, the mer- 
chant in Reno who does not advertise, 
shows more wisdom than the mer 
chant 
who 
does 
advertise. 
The 


man who does not 
advertise 
is 


more in harmony with trade surround- 
ings in Reno by taking what he gets 
by the force of circumstances. The 
only difference that should be noted in 
the men in Reno who advertise and 
those who do not advertise is—that 
those who do advertise have fine busi- 
ness ideas that should be cultivated by 
adveetieing more, while the men who 
do not advertise have no business ideas 
that should ba cultivated. There is a 
social and business dry rot in Reno 
that is destroying the energies of the 
people and which is taking away the 
enjoyment of those higher and better 
conditions that make men better and life 
worth living. Our people are generous 
and have enterprise whioh needs direc- 
tion for the good of the social and bus- 
iness community in whioh they live. 


Yon may as well take notice now that 


it is the intention of the JoCBNALto keep 
business and other matters before you 
till something ia done by you to make 
matters better.
